TERRE Horz, Ind., Aug. B.- All day yes- 
terday the subcommittee of the Rallroad Fed- 
eration Supreme Council was at work draw- 
ing up resolutions on the strike. It was 
reported at midnight last night that the com- 
mittee has decided that the Federation would 
not call out its men, but would support any 
who might strike out of sympathy or becuase 
they were Enights of Labor. Exactly what 
will be the outcome depends entirely on to- 
day’s deings, as nothing was settled last 
night. This is concerning the Federation 
movement. What may be done independent 
ofthe official action of the Supreme Oouncil 
rests with those at the seat of the trouble. 
Mr. Sargent quotes Mr. Depew as having in- 
dorsed labor organization, and brings the 
statement out to prove that Mr. Webb is 


wrong in his position. 
THE COUNCIL IN SESSION. 

The Executive Council of the United Order 
of Railway Employes went into session about 
8:30 o’clock this morning. When the session 
will come to an end not even a single member 
of the council knows. The councilors are 
listening to the report formulated by the 
Special Committee. At what time any defi- 
nite news will come to the public cannot be 
stated at the present writing. One member 
of the council said this morning: ‘‘I can’t tell 
you when we will take a vote. I can’t tell 
you whatthe result of that vote will be. Be 
satisfied, however, that when the report of 
the committee is given out it will be in the 
nature of a bombshell.““ 

SPOKESMAN HANNAHAN.

He was not prepared to 
say that the statement of the council would 
be ready at that time. 

A RECESS. 

The crowd inthe lobby of the hotel waited 
patiently throughout the morning, but no 
sign came from the committee-room until 
12:30, when the doors were opened and the 
members filed out. It was soon developed that 
they were going through the report of the 
sub-committee clause by clause, that the final 
clause had reference to the action recom- 
mended, and that until this was reached the 
matter would be practically in statu quo. The 
counell will resembie at 2 o’clock and now 
expects to have finished its labors by 5.

St.Louis 
chapters have been particularly active, and 
the old No. 1 St. John’s chapter, the mother 
of all the chapters in this jurisdiction, which 
previousto this year had been in very poor 
condition, now hasa good bank account and 
is second to none.

This institution is 
located in St. Louis, governed exclusively by 
colored people, and all children who are com- 
mitted tu its care receive good moral and re- 
ligious training. He requested that an annual 
appropriation be made for the benefit of this 
home, and added that it would be one of the 
most trustworthy acts in their history. 

In regard to visitation, he felt that he had 
not called on as many as he desired. Those 
visited, however, were a source of sur- 
prise by their display of activity and 
earnestness. The work of organization 
has been somewhat restricted, as the aim has 
been rather te build up and strengthen the 
already organized chapters. A great work 
has been accomplisbed this year and another 
such will place the Missouri Chapter in the 
front rank in wealth and numbers. 

In conclusion he expressed his obligation 
for the active aid and assistance which he had 
received and the hope of seeiig many more 
grand convoeationa,

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COSTLY EVOLUTIONS. 


THE RECENT BRITISH NAVAL MANEUVERS 
BIDICULED 48 A FIASCO. 


Accidents to Various War Ships Costing tlie 
Government $1,250,000—The Billings- 
gate Market Trust Destroying Tons of 
Vish—A Severe Hurricane in Austria— 
The Belgian Coal Miners—Foreign News. 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—It is estimated that the 
accidents to various war sbips during the re. 
cent naval maneuvers have cost the Govern- 
ment $1,250,000. The evolutions were remark- 
ably unfortunate in this respect, some of the 
most extraordinary collisions and other mis- 
haps occurring, either as the result of in- 
efficiency on the part of the men, or faults in 
the construction of the vessels. And despite 
the enormous costliness of the maneuvers 
the nayal journals ridicule the whole affair 
as a fiasco. No shots were exchanged, and, 
in fact, opposing sections of the fleet 
did not sight each other during the whole 
period of theirsupposed engagements. The 
critics severely condemn the Admiralty for 
allowing such slovenly work to be done by 
the fleet, and on every side are heard 
indignant complaints of corruption in 
the Bureau of Naval Construction. It is 
charged thatthe deterioration noticeable in 
the service ig the only natural and inevitable 
effect of the jobbery which prevails at head- 
quarters. The only chance of removing the 
scandal is declared by many to separate en- 
tirely the constructive from the operative de- 
partments and to make the acceptance of ves- 
sels constructed by private builders condi- 
tional upon their success in practical trials. 


Deck Laborers’ Demenstration,. 


LONDON, 25.—An immense demonstration 
was given yesterday by the dock laborers, 
John Burns, the celebrated leader who car- 
ried them successfully through their big 
strike, was the orator of the day and made a 
very spirited address. He exhorted them 
to be firm in defending their 
rights, and referring to the proposed Union 
of ship owners, said that it would enteron a 
lite and deatn struggle with the dockers“ as- 
sociation. Warming up he declared that 
the association of ship men would introduce 
the Pinkerton System if it could 
and added that it this was 
done the dockmen would ‘‘compete with 
these Janizaries revolver to revolver,’’ His 
remarks were greeted with loud applause. A 
resolution was adopted expressing sympathy 
with the New York Central strikers, 


Canadian Politics. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 25.—It is announced 
that Sir John MacDonald will dissolve Parlia- 
ment within a shorttime and appeal to the 
country for re-election before December. The 
term ofthe present Parliament does not ex- 
pire until 1892. The Liberals have 
openly declared that next session they 
Will open the whole Question of extending. 
Canadian trade and commercial relations 


alarmed atthe widespread extension ofthis 
sentiment and sees dangerahead, Sir Jobn 
considers the Canadian demand for liberal 
trade relations with the United States a crisis, 
and hence his determination to dissolve Par- 
llament and appeal to the country to support 
his policy. 


A Cry of Indignuation. 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—A cry of indignation has 
been caused among the poorer classes by the 
discovery that hundreds of tons of fish are 
destroyed weekly atthe Billingsgate market 
in order to enable dealers to keep up an agreed 
schedule of prices. This wanton destruction 
of food atatime when special attention is 
being called to the prevalence of starvation 
In London causes a feellng of horror which 
extends beyond the limits of the poorer 
classes most severely affected, and philan- 
thropists are endeavoring to devise some 
means of removing the barrier which the fish 
trust has erected between the starving people 
and nature’s bounty. 


The Chinese Navy. 


Loxrpon, Aug. 25.—Advices from the East 
show that the Chinese, after having employed 
British officers to bring their fleet up to the 
desired standard of efliciency,are now getting 
rid of these officers. Admiral Lange, who has 
done much to make China a maratime power, 
has been driven into resigning and his place 
is taken by a native commander. The Chinese 
evidently mean that no European shall hold a 
predominant influence in their military or 
naval) affairs. The Chinese now possess a 
powerful fleet and one which, properly 
officered, would prove a formidable naval 
antagonist in a war with any nation. 


Australian Shipping Trouble. 


MELBOURNE, Aug. 25.—The ship owners of 
Melbourne and Sydney, whose business has 
been greatly interfered with by the demands 
of the Seaman’s Union, held a conference and 
addressed a letter to the Union refusing to 
employ any officer belonging to the Union on 
the ground that such a course would be 
utterly subversive of discipline. The letter 
added that the average profits ofthe trade 
are under 5 per cent, and that asa compliance 
with the demands of the men would entail an 
annual loss of £200,000 the only alternative is 
to lay up the vessels. Non-union labor is 
abundant in Sydney. 


The Sandwich Island Troubles. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 2%.—The United 
States cruiser Gharieston brings some very 
sensational news from Honolulu, whicn 
place she left August 7.

The Sandry Civil Bill, 


WASHINGTOR, D. C., Aug. %.—An agreement 
has finally been reached by the sun dry civil 
bill conferees upon the paragraphs relating to 


the irrigation and -public land surveys, the 
whole subject of dispute between the two 


Houses for several weeks. For the survey of 
the public lands the House appropriated 


$200,000; tne Senate increased the amount to |g 


,000. The conferees fixed it at $425,000. 
he Senate amendment appropriating $20,000 
for additional clerk re in the 
offices of surveyors- general is stricken 
out. For the topographic survey, for which 
the House appropriated $200,000 and the Sen- 
ate $300,000, the conferees agreed upon 3326, 
000. One-half of thissum is to be expended 
west of the 100th meridian of longitude. The 
House item appropriating $720,000 for the irri- 
gation survey is stricken out. An appropria- 
tion of $45,000 for engraving maps of survey is 
increased to $70,000. The chief difference be- 
tween the two houses was as to the repeai of 
the law of 1888, providing for the withdrawal 
of public lands from entry, which the Senate 
insisted upon. The conference recommend 
the adoption of the following compromise: 

And so much ofthe act of October 2, 1888, 
entitled ‘An act making appropriations for 
sundry civil expenses of the Government for 
the fiscal year ending June 380, 1889, and for 
other purposes,’ as provides for the with- 
drawals of the public lands from entry occu- 
pation and settlement is hereby repealed 
and all entries made or claims initiated in 
good faith and valid but for said act, shall be 
recognized and may be perfected in 
the same manner as if said 
law had not been enacted, except reservoir 
sites heretofore located or selected 
sbail remain segregated and reserved from 
entry or settlement as provided by said act 

until otherwise provided by law, and 
reservoir sites hereafter located or selected 
on public lands shall in like manner be re- 
served from the date of the location or selec- 
tion thereof. Ne person who shall, after the 
passage of this act, enter upon any of the 
public lands with a view to occupation, entr 
or settlement under any of the land laws shall 
be permitted to acquire title to more than 320 
acres in the aggregate under all of said 
laws, but this limitation shall not oper- 
ate to curtain the right of any 

erson who has heretofore made entry or set- 
lement on the public lands or whose occu- 

ation, eatry or settlement is validated by 

his act. Provided that in all patents for lands 
hereafter taken up under any of the land laws 
ofthe United States or on entries or claims 
validated by this act west of the 100th meri- 
dian itshall be expressed that there is re- 
served from the iands in said patent de- 
scribed, a right of way thereon for ditches or 
Canals constructed by the authority of the 
United States.’’

Whereas, It is desirable to do impartial 
justice to all of our industries and to give no 
onean advantage over the other, and inas- 
much as there ie no other way by which agri- 
culture can be compeneated for its contribu- 
tions tothe support of manufactures, there-

Be it enacted that in all cases where it can 
be shown by proof satisfactory to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that any goods, wares or 
merehandise imported into this country have 

en purchased abroad by any citizen of the 
United States by exchange of farm products 
grown in the United States for such goods, or 
where such goods have been purchased with

‘ EIETY-FIRSt CONGRESS. 


The Senate. 


WasnHincron, D. C., Aug. 25,.—The Senate 
met at 10 a.m. The resolution heretofore 
offered by Mr. Plumb to prohibit the sale of 
spirituous, vinous or malt liquors In the Sen- 
ate wing of the Capitol was taken up, but in 
the absence of Messrs. Blair and Butler, who 
bad offered amendments, it went over till to- 
morrow, The tariff bill was then taken up. 

Mri Aldrich referred to the unusual length 
of the discussion that has taken place on the 


tariff bill, and said that fact and the knowi- 
edge (shared by all) that the business 
of the country was in a state of anx- 
ious suspense, awaiting the result of the Sen- 
ate’s deliberations, led him to ask Senators 
on the other side to consider the question of 
fixing the date of closing the debate and of 
having a final vote on the passage of the bill. 
He made this suggestion, not for the purpose 
of preventin ample discussion on the remain- 
ing paragraphs in the bill, but because he be- 
lieved the orderly disposition of the public 
business and the convenience of Senators re- 
quired an arrangement of that kind. He 
would be glad to hear from Senators on the 
other side if they had any proposition to make 
in that regard. 

Mr. Gorman said that it had been the hon- 
ored custom of the Senate on ail revenue 
measures and tegisiation necessary for the 
conduct of the Goverament, that after 
full and free discussion the Senate came 
to some agreement as to the time 
for taking the vote. That custom had always 
enabled the Senate to discuss fairly and freely 
all such measures, There had been hereto- 
fore demonstration of the wisdom of the Sen- 
ate’s rule for unlimited debate. but there al- 
ways arrived a time when an agreement, such 
as that now proposed, was made. He there- 
fore thought that he was perfectly at liberty 
to speak for his colleagues when be said they 
would be very giad if the Senator in charge of 
the bill had any suggestion to make that he 
would make it now. 

Mr. Aldrich: 1 have prepared a propos! 
tion which I ask unasimous consent to have 
adopted. 

The paper was read. It proposed that the 
consideration of the tariff bill shall be con- 
tinued to the exclusion of all other business 
except appropriation bills and conference re- 
ports to and including September 1. subject to 
eneral debate; and, during September 2, 3 
and 4, subject to the five-minute rule in de- 
bate; that no Senator shall speak on any one 
question more than once; and that on Sep- 
tember 5 and thereafter, the consideration 
shall be continued on the billor amendments 
without debate and including the tnird read- 
ing. when three hours shall be allowed to 
each side for general debate and then the final 
vote shall be taken on its passage. 

Mr. Cullom: ‘‘Oa what date is the final vote 
to be taken?’’ 

Mr. Aldrich: ‘‘My suggestion is that general 
debate shall close on the Ist of September. It 
is merely a sugeestion. Iam quite willing if 
Senators on the other side or on this side 
think that the time proposed is not sufficient 
to consent to any reasonable extension.’’ 

Mr. Gorman: ‘‘I am aware that in the con- 
sideration of this bill we have spent twenty- 
four days, and that the long hours of the 
daily sittings, from 10 to6, have taxed us all 
to an extent that has not been beneficial to 
health at all events, and have, possibly, de- 
layed somewhat the progress ofthe bill. As 
compared with any revenue measure in the 
past, we have considered this tariff 
bill greater number of hours and 
it has filled N greater number 
of columns of the Record than any 
previous measure of the kind; but there were 
special reasons why this should be so. This 
is the only place and the only time when the 
bill could be considered and fairly dis- 
cussed,’’ 

He thought the suggestion of the Senator 
from Rhode Island reasonably fair, but it 
would de more satisfactory to the Democratic 
side ofthe Chamber if the time for general 
debate were extended tothe 3d of September 
and to have three days for the five minute de- 
bate. That would bring the time for taking 
the final vote to the 8th of September, two 
weeks from to-day. It that were agreeable to 
the Republican side of the Chamber, it would 
be equally so, hethought, tothe Democratic 
side. Ot course, allowance would be made 
for the time that might be consumed in the 
consideration of conference reports. 

Mr. Aldrich expressed his willingness to 
have the memorandum modified as suggested 
by Mr. Gorman. 
as to continue the general discussion up to 
and including Wednesday, September 3, to 
have five minutes’ debate on Thursday the 
4th, Friday the 5th, and Saturday the 6th, and 
to ix Monday,September 8, and thereafter for 
consideration of the bill and amendments 
without debate; then three hours to beal- 
lowed to each side for general debateand then 
the final vote to be taken on the passage of 
the bill. The presiding officer (Mr. Ingalls) 
asked whether there was any objection to 
having the order entered. 

Mr. Plumb objected and asked to have the 
matter go over till to-morrow. It seemed to 
him that the time fixed inthe order was too 
short. At all events there should be unother 
division of the time, although he was not pre- 
pared to make a suggestion on that point. 
The most important point to be taken 
into account bad yet to come de- 
fore the Senate—for instance about what was 
to be done in restraint of the trusts, about 
reciprocity, about the effect of the bill on the 
revenues and as to whether there would be 
money enough to carry on the Government if 
the bill became a law. All these things had 
to be taken into account. While he was as 
willing to take the chancesas other Senators 
were, he did not care to do so until he had at 
least time to consider the proposition. He 
had not known anything about it in advance 
except ina certain way, and he thought that 
it should go over till to-morrow. 

Mr. Aldrich: ‘‘Thenloffer the memoran- 
dum in the form of an amendment to the 
rules, andI give notice that Iwill ask to- 
morrow fora modification of the rulés in ac- 
cordance with the memorandum.’’

AI, THE PENMAN. 


A CLEVER SCHEMER DISAPPEARS LEAVING 
A HOST OF MOUKNERS- 


How A. C. Delano, an Ex-Railroad Clerk, 
Got Iato Bis Friends for Varieus sum 
A Remarkable Penman Whe Was Full 
of Ideas for Acquiring Wealth—His Vic- 
time Determined te Prosecute. 


A. C. Delano, about 85 years of age, with 
dark mustache and complexion, of medium 
height and slender build, is missing from the 
city. His friends bere are very much wor- 
ried about him. The fact is that Al,“ as 
Mr. Delano was familiarly known, left most 
of his friends little mementoes in the shape of 
unpaid notes and bogus checks, Very few of 
his associates were neglected by bim, al- 
theugh the price he charged them for these 
little remembrances was rather steep. 

Delano came here a few years ago from 
Sedalia, Mo., where his parentsreside. He 
was a rallroad clerk and was a desk man of 
remarkable ability, particularly as a penman. 
Not only was he a phenomenally rapid writer 
but he wrote a beautiful hand. He was fond 
of writing, particularly of writing names, and 
lately developed a hobby of writing the names 
of other people to notes and checks and then 
cashing them. His ability to eounterfeit 
a signature was remarkable and 
he is said to have fooled a numberof his ac- 
quaintances on the writing of their most in- 
timate friends. For these little tricks he al- 
ways made a charge. He would counterfeit 
the names to notes and checks, and after 
friends had paid the desired fee by cashing 
these pleces of paper they would learn that 
the genial A1“ had cleverly fooled them 
and that the signatures were bogus. The 
humor of these little pleces of pleasan- 
try on Delano’s part have not deen 


altogether appreciated by his confiding 
friends. Infactthey have waxed wroth over 
his peculiar methods and are very anxious for 
a personal interview with him. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, they are denied thie pleasure, 
for the popular Mr. Delano has disappeared 
from the city just while his career as a practi- 
cal joker was at its height. 
PROLIFIC IN SCHEMES. 

Mr. Delano took his departure under cir- 
cumstances which are rather peculiar. He 
Was & Man who was very prolife in schemes 
for making money. When one of these 
bright ideas entered his fertile brain he would 
forthwith unfold it to some friend and 
let him into the scheme and the friend 
and his money would invariably stay 
there. Nobody ever withdrew any money in- 
vested in any of Delano’s many enterprises. 
All his schemes were permanent investments. 
Several months ago Delano conceived another 
good thing, and with hie usual fullness of 
heart proceeded to give his friends the benefit 
of it. Mr. Joseph L. Ashby, an insurance 
agent, at No. 815 North Third street, 
was a particular favorite of the ex-rallroad 
clerk. Delano had already taken him intoa 
few other excellent 8 at an expense of 
$1,000 or $1,500 to Ashby. his time Delano’s 
idea was to form the ‘‘Octavia Investment, 
Improvement & Insurance Co., which con- 
cern was to improve, divide into town lots 
and sellatract offorty acres situated near 
Jenning’s Station. Delano explained to Mr. 
Ashby what a great money-making thing be 
had, and Mr. Ashby soon had induced some of 
hie friends to invest in the concern and share 
his good fortune. The company was organ- 
ized, an office was rented in the Odd 
Fellows Building and Delano was 
placed in charge of it. The stock of the con- 
cern was divided into shares of $10 each and 
the plan was to sell these shares on monthly 
payments of $lashare. When the purchaser 
made his first payment he received what was 
known as a ‘‘certificate’’ for it, but 
this certificate was merely a receipt. 
Certificates for the stock were to be issued 
when the purchater had paid up his $l0a 
share in full. Just how many of these ‘‘certi- 
ficates’’ or receipts were issued by Delano is 
not known, butitis surmised that he must 
have received as much as $600 or $700 in pay- 
ments above the amount on which he made 
returns to the company. 

HAD NOT PAID THE RENT. 

Suspicions of his conduct were not aroused 
until about three weeks ago, when the agent 
of the Odd Fellowes’ Building called at the 
office of Mr. Ashby and wanted the latter to 

ay the rent for the Octavia Investment & 

mprovement Co,’s office for the months of 
June and July. Mr. Ashby informed bim 
that the rent had been paid by 
Delano, but the agent soon convinced him 
that such was not the case. This struck Mr. 
Ashby as strange inasmuch as he had given 
Ashby 380 each of those two months for the 
purpose of paying the office rent. When Del- 
ano appeared at the office of 
Mr. Ashby the latter wanted to know 
why theoffice rent had not been paid and 
what had become of the $60 given bim 
(Delano) for that purpose. Al, the penman, 
seeing that denial was useless, admitted bhav- 
ing kept the money instead of paying the rent 
with it, but said he was hard-pressed for 
funds and would make the amount 
good. Just then a gentieman came 
in to speak to Mr. Ashby on 
business. When the insurance agent turned 
around a few minutes later to look for Delano 
the latter was notto be seen, and he has not 
been visible tothe naked eye in this city ever 
since. Then the discovery that he had got 
into the company was made, though the 
exact amount he secured is not yet 
known. Delano hada wife and child, but they 
disap peared mysteriously a few days after his 
deperture,and it is supposed they have joined 
him wherever he is. 

IT. WAS A FORGERY. 

Among Delano’s friends here was Charles 
E. Withall, Secretary of the Syenite Granite 
Co, The day the ex-railroad clerk disap- 
peared he calied on Mr. Withall and had the 
latter cash for him a check for $50, drawn by 
Louis Phillipe on the Fourth National Bank. 
Withall has since learned that the check was 
aforgery. As he had frequently befriended 
Delano he is enraged at the latter’s ingratitude 
and says that if the fellow ever returns 
here he will prosecute him. Mr. Louis 
Phillipe whose name was forged to 
the check is secretary of the Crystal Plate 
Glass Co., anda personal friend of both 
Withall and Delano. Thatis he was a perso- 
nal friend ofthe latter until very recently, 
but like Delano’s other personal friends has 
lost his regard for him to a oertain extent 
since the latter has ceased to 
be a resident of t. Louis. 
Delano had worked his friendship for Phil- 
ipe to the fullest extent also. He is said to 
have got into him for $600 or §700 in various 
ways, but some time before he left Mr. Phil- 
ilpe got bold of bis friend and made him sign 
over to him a lot of stock which he heidin 
the Montrose Placer mine. Mr. Phillipe 
thinks this stock will more than cover his

UNION LABOR CONVENTION, 


It Meetsin Jefferson City This Morning, E. 
L. Briggs, Chairman. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Aug. 25.—The Gar- 
land-Coghlan wing of the Union Labor party 
convened in State Convention here at 10:30 
o’clock this morning. Less than forty dele- 
gates were present and all were from St. 
Louis. There was no caucusing and few con- 
sultations. Inquiry elicited the fact that no 
one seemed to know anything about who 
would pe nominated for Railroad Commis- 


sioner or State Superintendent of Public 
Schools. O. D. Jones of Edina, Knox County, 
will probably be nominated for Supreme 
Judge, although there is an incipient boom 
for Judge Harrington of Christian County. 
More delegates are e cted on 
the afternoon train, but it is not 
likely that the number will be swelled beyond 
fifty. The whole affair is extremely quiet. 
The convention was called for 10 o’clock but 
it was thirty minutes later when Chairman 
Garland rapped for order. There were thirty- 
four delegates present and all were St. Louis 
mem . Mr. Garland addressed the Con- 
vention briefly. He said that the Union Labor 
party was poor in purse bntrich in the heri- 
tage of American citizenship, Weak in mem- 
bers but. strong in purpose. The Union 
Labor Party, the speaker said, is like 
a “grain of corn between two 
milistones, and it is the aim 
of both great political parties 
to grind it out of existence. The party wants 
no caucuses and no ring rule, and no affilia- 
tion with other parties, he continued. The 
Australian law isa scheme to prevent the 
existence of a third party. 

He said that he was in receipt of letters 
from all parts of the State favoring the nomi- 
nation of a Union Labor ticket. In eonclu- 
sion Mr. Gariand urged unity of action. 

E. L. Briggs was elected temporary Chalr - 
man 5 acclamation, and he immedtatel 
appointed R. C. Longsdon, J. P. Dawes an 
Martin Walsh a Committee on Credentials. At 
this point a motion to adjourn until 2:30 p. m. 
was made. 

COMPLICATIONS AHEAD. 

The factional fight in the Union Labor party 
is Kkely to give the Secretary of State some 
trouble. Under the Australian ballot law a 
party must poll 8 percent ot the vote of the 
State before it is entitled to present candi. 
dates tor State officers. At the last election 
in this State Streetor, the Union Labor candi- 
Gate for President, received about 10, 000 
votes. This is just barely enough to permit 
the Secretary of State to place the nominees 
of the party on the State ticket. 
Now there is a split in 
the party and two conventions 
have been called and it is to be presumed that 
two sets of tickets, each claiming to be the 
genuine Union Labor ticket, will be nomi- 
nated. Each faction has appealed to Secretary 
of State for recognition, but that official de- 
. to decide which faction will be recog- 
nized. 

He is not supposed to know the difference 
between the various committees, and he will 
not make any decision until both factions 
present a list of nominees duly attested to by 
the chairman and secretary of each conven- 
tion. Then. he will be forced to render a 
decision of some kind. 

This is likely to result in mandamus pro- 
ceeding to compel recognition of the defeated 
faction, in whieh event the constitutionality 
of the law itself will be passed upon. >

NO APPROPRIATION TO SUPPLY SCHOOL 
CHILDREN WITH BOOKS. 


Director Ben Brady’s Plan for the Freeing 
ef Education Defeated by Neglect—The 
Rules in a Jumble—A Meeting Called 
That Will Have No Subject to Discuss. 


There will be a meeting of all the principals 
of the St. Louis public schools in the Board 
Room Saturday morning at 10 o'clock and 
Supt. Long is expected to go before that meet- 
ing and instruct the principals as tothe dis- 
tribution of free school books when school 
opens next Monday morning. He cannot 
give very intelligent instructions and, In fact, 
can say nothing whatever regarding 
free books, as it has just been discovered 
that the School Board,owing to a very serious 
blunder, has not wholly adopted the free- 
book system. 


The blunder le a technical one, 


but is sufficient cause for conflict 
in the School Board. It was thought 
and generally believed that the board had 
adopted the free boox system, but owing to 
the fact that it has not rescinded one rule 
compelling children to buy their books, the 
system is as yet not adopted. But overiook- 
ing this technicality, there is another and more 
serious obstacle in the way, as the board 


failed to make any appropriation whatever 
for furnishing free text-books. Another rea- 
son why tnere is a possibility of the free- book 
system falling through is on account of 
THE FAILURE OF THE SUPPLY AGENT 
to order enough books to meet the demand 
when school opens. Not naving received 
any instructions Mr. Bryan could not 
proceed and it called upon next Monday to 
furnish 36,000 children with books, paper, 
pencils and siates he could not do so. 

School Director Ben Brady, e will de re- 
membered, has been pusbing 
book scheme in the school 
several years, but received no encouragement 
from the members untillast winter, when 
public opinion was understood to favor it. At 
tite January meeting ofthe board a majority 
of the members voted for the resolution 
to give free books to the oh- 
dren of the first four ades 
or to those children whe attend the fret four 
of the eight years’ schooling. The chiidren in 
the first four grades comprise 80 per cent ot 
the pupils attending school in this city. There 
were 46,000 children in the schools 
last year and estimating the attendance to 
be the same this year, 36,800 of these 
will require free books, or at least have the 
privilege of demanding them free, The esti- 
mated cost at the time, allowing each ¢ehlid 
the necessary books only once each year, was 
$40,000, and this estimate is considered 
too low. Alter adoptiag the sys- 
tem in the face of these figures 
and other arguments against it the board in- 
structed the Committee on Rules to so amend 
the rules governing the Supply Department 
that thereshould be no conflict with the new 
order of things. The committee reported its 
amendments in April and they were accepted 
by the board. 

THE COMMITTER OWN RULES 

was then instructed to receive bids from 

school book publishers for a period from 

three to five years, a proceeding wholly out 
of place, as the Committee on Rules 

has no power to receive or ac- 

cept bids of any kind. In making 
its report on the necessary amendments to 

the existing rules, the committee went 
no further in its search for conflicting rules. 
than those governing the 9 Department 

and failed to notice See. 7 of rule 193, goy- 

erning schools,’’ which says very piainly that 
every chiid shall supply himself or herself 

with books on entering theschool. Nothing 

could be mor nflicting than this, as under 
the new system the School Board Is to furnish 

each child with books in the four first grades. 

The error seems to have escaped notice until 

recently and on finding it out the officers of

At the May meeting of the board Mr, Rich- 
ardson attempted to prevent a wholesale de- 
mand for free books by introducing a resolu- 
tion, which was passed, allowing tnose who 
wished to buy books te do 80.

as the rule still exists which makes it com- 
pulsory upon pupils to have their books on 
entering the schools. The matter has not

in fact, like many other important matters, 
an account of the factional ht among the 
members and the constant oustings, elec- 
tions and re-elections that have been goin 
on all summer.

WHEAT AND SILVER. 

By guaranteeing a home market for the 
entire output of our mines and locking 
the same up in its vaults, our Government 
withdraws 54,000,000 ounces of silver 
yearly from consumption and stops the 
exportation of the 25,000,000 ounces with 
which we have annually cheapened silver 
in the European markets. This has sent 
the price of silver up 14 cents per ounce, 
and right along with this rise in silver has 
gone a rise of 16 cents in the price of 
wheat. Therise in the price of wheat 
simply means that the Indian rupee with 
which England pays for her Indian 
wheat has been made worth 14 cents more 
per ounce in gold by the rise in silver. 

All the cotton, silk and other products 
which England buys from India and 
China and pays for with silver, will now 
be worth more in gold, and so far as 
those products compete with ours in 
European markets the increased price 
will benefit our growers of grain and 
cotton, until our silver dollar reaches par 
in bullion value, and can be put on the 
same free coinage basis as gold. The 
proportional increase in the value of such 
of our exports as wheat and cotton will 
more than make up for the value of the 
silver withdrawn from exportation, and 
no gold will have to be sent abroad to 
settle balances against us. 

Such is the bull“ theory of the opera- 
tion of our new silver law, and if it is 
well founded it means that we are ap- 
proaching an era of free coinage, abun- 
dant currency and unexampled activity 
and productiveness in all our industries. 
Should the logic of events vindicate this 
theory, it will also charge to our anti- 
silver legislation the chief responsibility 
for the low prices of farm products and 
for the other industrial troubles of recent 
years.

He reminded his audience that Pope Urban, 
having been a cobbler, bravely, honestly teek 
acobbler’s tools for his coat-of-arms, while 
during a twelve years’ residence in Newport 
Mr. Higginson has never seen anything on 
any carriage to suggest that its owner had not 
inherited his wealth from a long line of 
kings. 

In all this there is forgetfulness of the most 
honerable fact in the descent of American men 
—the fact, namely, that their ancestors were 
plebelans or persons of What the English call 
„the middle class;’’ that is to say, that they 
descended from bonest men and women and 
not from the Middle Age highwaymen or the 
later debauchees and royal favorites who 
were the founders of Old World aristecratic 
families. 


Taxing the People’s Fruit. 
From the New York Times. 

Few persons have any idea, said the New 
York Tribune yesterday, of the profit in 
fruit-growing on the rich lands of the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin valléys. Here are a 
few figures, well attested, of net returns from 
a Tulare County (Cal.) fruit ranch five years 
old: Apricot trees netted $211 per acre; 
peaches, $350; French prunes, six years old, 
$600 an acre, and raisins, $240 an acre.’’ The 
tariff bill now pending in the Senate raises 
the duty en prunes 100 per cent, although the 
quantity ef plums and prunes imported fell 
off in the year 1889 almest one-haif. The ad- 
ditional duty would have amounted to more 
than $800,000 on the importations of year be- 
fore last. But those who take $600 an acre in 
profits must be protected against the pauper 
prunes ofthe Old World. The pending Dill 
raises the duty on raisins by 25 per cent, in 
erder that the profit of $240 per acre may be 
increased. ‘‘Pass the bill—quickly. Delay is 
dangerous.

For a pariiameatary motion with a stump 
speech in its belly Mr. George’s amendment 
to the tariff bill on Wednesday takes the palm. 
It authorizes the President to reduce the duty 
en any article to 25 per cent whea the makers 
of a like article in this courtry fail or refuse 
te pay to their workmen the whole sum 
received fer such artfoles over and above the 
Wholesale price ef like foreign articles in New 
York, less the duty. Of course the Mississippi 
Senator had ne hope that tae amendment 
would be adopted, or, if adepted, that any 
such authority would be used. Yet it merely 
authorizes the good Mr. Harrison to require 
the protected manufacturers to do what they 
pretend they will do and what the pretection- 
iste sustain the tariff te enable them to do. If, 
as is centended, the pretective duties simply 
offset the difference in wages, the prefite from 
these duties ought to ge to the workmen 
alone. But there isa big difference between 
profession and vraetice.

WARD POLITICIANS STRUGGLING TO GET 
IN THE REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE 


The Interest in To-Day’s Primary Election 


Among the Workers—The City Em- 


ployes Retire From the Machine, but 
They Dictate Their Successors—Dictate- 
rial Committees Cause Democratic Dis- 
gust—Pelitical Matters. 


The Republican primaries in progress this 
afternoon are attracting much attention 
from the politicians and an abundance of ex- 
eitement is looked for before 7 o’ clock, the 
time set for the closing of the 
polling places. As usual the hoodium 
element of the party has planned 
to retain its hold on the machine and the re- 
sult will be that the Filley-Poblman workers 
will remain in charge of the committee. The 
antl-hoodlum party men declare that they 
have been given no chance whatever of mak- 
ing any impression en the returns. They 
charge that though the Pohiman and Zeigen- 
hein deputies are not seeking re-election, still 
they have appointed judges and clerks and 
made all other necessary arrangements ‘to 
elect men who wil ldo their biading They. laugh 
at the claim made by Sheriff Pohlman that 
his men will take no hand in the various ward 
contests. In support of their viewsthey point 
to the judges appointed, most of whom 
are old time workers in the 
Filley-Pohiman camp. Reports from the 
wards this afternoon show that the silks are 
taking very little ifany interest in the pro- 
ceedings. A Twentieth Ward Republican, 
who believes in the impression of Filleyism, 
said that he did not intend to vote. 
‘*We have been voting in past 


years, but without savail’’ he said, , as the 
machine men always do the eounting.*’ 
EXCITING TIMES ANTICIPATED. 

Feeling rune so high among the candidates 
for Central Committee in some of the wards 
that trouble is expected before the polls 
close. The contests are particulary inter- 
esting in the Second, Third, Fifth, Four- 
teenth, Sixteenth, Highteenth and Twanty- 
sixth ards, where there are from two toe 
half a dozen struggling for each seat in the 
Committee. No matter what is the result atthe 

rimaries contests will surely follow. As has 

een stated, the workers are interested toa 
much greater extent in the selection of the 
new Central Committee than they are in the 
matter of choosing delegates to represent the 
city wards in the State Convention. 

In the Second Ward Mike Maloney, Abe 
Slupsky and Ea Hoffman are contest- 
ing every inch for sepremacy. When 
the polls opened the Maloveys were 
betting that he would receive the largest 
number of votes. As all the candidates are 
making a determined fight, and it is expected 
that a very large vote will be brought oat, 

The fifth Ward politicians are all out this 
afternoop. Though there are five or six con- 
testants, the race, the workers claim, 
is between George Decker, the present 
Committeeman, and Fred Bauer the leader of 
the largest Republican club in that section. 
Both are strongly backed and their friends 
came out early to work in their behalf. At 2 
o’clock, when the polls opened, crowds sur- 
rounded the polling place and began voting 
heavily. The Decker men were confident 
and likewise the followers of Bauer. The lat- 
ter were disposed to complain that they were 
not treated fairly in the selection of judges, 
They were chosen by Councilman Decker 
who, it is claimed, had only his own interests 
in.mind at the time. 

OPPOSED BY WENNECKER. 

In the Sixteenth Ward a f contest is being 
waged by Gus Wicke and J. H. Bierman. The 
former says that Collector Wennecker is fight- 
ing him, but that he will win despite the in- 
terference of the Federal machinery. 

R. E. Lee, the Eighteenth Ward committee- 
man, bas his strikers out working against 
Adam Neubert, the Sergeant-at-Armes of the 
House of Delegates. has thrown his 
strength to a candidate named Graubner, and 
is interested deeply in seouring his election. 

The contests in all but a few wards where the 
candidates bave no opposition, are considered 
the most exciting held in years. In such 
wards the politicians are devoting all their 
attention to the factional fights for the com- 
mittee places, caring but little for the delega- 
tions to the State conventions. The hoodlum 
leaders have, it is generally understood, 
taken the pains to prevent the silks from mak- 
ing any showing in the convention. 

THE CITY’S RAPRESENTATION. 

St. Louis will have 128 votes in the State 
Convention distributed among the twenty- 
eight wards as follows: First Ward, 8; Second 
Ward, 3; Third Ward, 4; Fourth Ward, 3;

FOR BRITISH SAILORS ONLY. 


The Money Centribated by American Fas- 
seugers on a British Ship. 


New YORK, Aug. 25,—The passengers on 
the Umbria, on Thursday last, arranged a 
concert for the joint benefit of the Sailors’ 
Snug Harbor on Staten Island and the Blue 
Anchor Society of Liverpool. Sir Henry 
Tyler, President of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, was Chairman of the Committee of 
Arrangements. The committee arranged 


with the young ladies on board to sell the 
programmes. Ibe money was to be given to 
the deserving charities mentioned. But 
the Committees of Arrangements did 
not count upon their host, Capt. McKay. 
He demanded of them why they nad inau- 
gurated a concert without his knowledge and 
why they had made arrangements with the 
a 4 printer. without his permission. He 
said that no cdScert could be held if any part 
of the proceeds were to go to American in- 
stitutions. The passengers selected Joseph 
J. O’ Donoghue of this city, Mrs. Belva Lock- 
wood of Washington and Sir Henry Tyler, the 
Chairman of the Arrangements Committee, to 
call upon the Captain. They explained to 
Capt. McKay that it would cause a great deal 
of vexation if the concert was not held, 
Mr. O’Donoghue arguing that it was unfair 
for the American passengers on English 
steamships to be asked to contribute wholly 
to the support of homes for British seamen. 
Finally Capt. McKay consented to permit the 
concert, providing the proceeds were given to 
the Liverpool Home for Aged Mariners. This 
home provides the English passenger ships 
with programmes which are printed on one 
side only by them, with a picture of the home 
and a number of cottages which it maintains 
allover England. Inside are printed the pro- 
grammes of the concerts held aboard the 
ships. There were 450 programmes printed 
for the concert. The cost for this was £25. 
This money was paid by Mra. Lockwood to 
Capt. McKay, who turned it over to the 
purser. Capt. McKay was in a gracious mood 
yesterday when he received a reporter on 
board the Umbria.

Mr. O' Donoghue and Mrs. Lockwood came to 
see me and urged the propriety of joining the 
Sailors’ Snug Harbor with the British Home 
for Sailors.

CROP REPORTS. 


A Decided Impr evement in the Cora Crop 
—More Rain Needed. 


There are fifty-eight reports from corre- 
spondents of Missouri State Board of Agricul- 
ture. From these it appears that the rainfall 
was above the normal in the western portions 
of the State and normal in the eastern por- 
tions. Sunshine was normal throughout the 
State. The general conditions have bess 
favorable. In some localities of the eastern 
section, as in Lewis, Monroe and Bollinger 
Counties, more rain is needed for corn and 


fall plowing. 

In the extreme northern portion the weather 
has been a littie too cool for corn to grow 
well, but elsewbere the weather has been 
favorable, and the ground is in good condi- 
tion. A decided improvement bas been made 
in the condition of the corn crop during the 
week. Case, De Kalb, Grundy, Hickory, 
Mercer, Miller, Polk and Scotland report that 
the crop will be an average one; Cape Girar- 
deau, 175 per cent; Gasconade, 50 per cent, 
Christian and Dunlap report slight damage to 
the crop by wind an Fail plowing has 

en general in all sections. Several coun- 
ties inthe northwest section report that a 
good second crop of hay will be harvested. 
The correspondents’ reports by counties are: 

Bates—Corn has improved very much. 
There willi be 33 per cent more wheat sown 
this year than last. 

Buchanan—The corn crop, especially the 
late planting, has materially Improved. 

Cala well—Mitlet being cut; very heavy and 
fine. Apples and potatoes improving. 

Cape Girafdeau—Corn growing finely; will 
make 75 per cent ot a crop. Wheat acreage 
will be larger than tast year. 

Cass—A full crop of corn assured. 
acreage of wheat will be sown.

AN IMPORTANT CHANGE. 


A GENERAL ALTERATION IN ARMY AND 
NAVAL ARMAMENT TO TAKE PLACE. 


A Board ef Ordinance Officers te Be Sum- 
mened te Recommend a New Rifle—Ob- 
jections to the Weapon in Use—Large 
asd Small Caliber, avd the Advantages 
and Disadvantages ef Each.

Aug.25.—The Ordnanee 


Department in this city 

is carefully investigating 

the question of caliber in 

the arms issued te the 

army and navy, and in 

September a board will 

assemble in Washington 

to draw up a report, and 

to make recommenda- 

tions on the subject. It is 

universally agreed both in 

military and naval circles 

thatthe armnow in use, with a caliber of 6, 
is antiquated, and should be replaced by a 
more modern weapon. Just what this should 
be is a question upon which there is 
great difference of opinion. Some officers are 
in favor of acaliber of 36, but others believe 
that a still further reduction should be made, 
and that an arm carrying a bullet of not more 

than 30 is the weapon that should be chosen. 
OBJECTIONS TO THE PRESENT SYSTEM. 

There are strong reasons given by the advo- 
cates of both the smaller and the larger cali- 
bers. All admit that a reduction in the weight 
of bullet must be made, but how far this shall 
go isa question that will have to be decided 
by the board. With the present weapon 
sharp-shooting is pursued at a most 
decided disadvantage. Tests have been 
made which show that ata range of 
2,000 yards, little, if any, beyond the ordinary 
skirmishing distance, a man can walk four 
paces between the firing of the shot, which 
can be determined by the smoke, and the 
impost of the projectile. The charge of pow- 
der cannot well be Increased for two reasons, 


because the rifle cannot safely be subjected to 
a higher pressure, and because the shock of 
the recoilis already so great as to interfere 
seriously with the aim taken by the ordinary 
soldier. None are in favor of a caliber below 
thirty-six, bat many believe that a reduction 
below that point would be unwise. 
AN ARGUMENT FOR HEAVY BULLETS. 

Those who oppose smailer bullets maintain 
that the effect of the shock should not be 
overlooked. It is admitted that a fast-fiving, 
email projective, if it strikes a vital part, will 
kill as effectively as one of larger diameter. 
But it is urged that in case of flesh wounds 
a dall of the caliber of 380 would 
not as a general thing de dis- 
abling. Where a heavy ball strikes 
a man or an animal, even although the wound 
may not be serious, the shock paralvzes the 
muscles and causes disablement, and such 
wounds are not quickly healed. A small bul- 
let, however, especially if driven ata high 
velocity, will pass through tissues without 
more than alooal effect, and aman or horse 
so hit would either be able to continue the 
conflict or could soon take his place in the 
line of battle. It is agreed that in military 
operations the number of wounded far ex- 
ceeds the number of killed and that a serious- 
ly wounded man is a far greater loss 
to an army than one killed outright. 
For this reason itis urged that a bullet which 
will disable and inflict wounds difficult to 
heal is more effective than one which may be 
more deadly at long range, but which will in- 
flict much less serious wounds. It is argued 
that the efficiency of cavairy will be lurgely 
increased by the adoption of the smaller 
caliber, as a horse can receive a number of 
wounds from a 80 bullet without being dis 
abled, while.the shock of a single one 
of larger caliber would render the animal 
he) piess. 

ADVOCATES OF SMALL CALIBERS. 

Those who favor the 30 Dall rest their argu-

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TO RELIEVE THE SUPREME COURT. 


The Plan Recommended by the American 
Bar Association. 


The St. Louls delegates to the thirteenth 
annual meet of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, which was ia session last week at Sara- 
toga, N. V., returned home yesterday. The 
members of the local bar who represented St. 
Louis at the meeting were: Messrs. Henry 
Hitchcock, Dr. Wm, d. Hammond, Joseph 8. 
Fullerton, F. N. Judson, James M. Lewis and 
Charles Ciafiin Allen. L. ©. Krauthoff, 
President of the Missour! Bar Association, 
and H. D. Ashley, both of Kansas 
City, were also present. The proceedings of 
this body of men is watched with interest by 


the legislators and jurists of the land, as it 
is at these annual meetings thatideas are 
pressed and afterwards carried out in the 
Legislatures of the states and in the Senate of 
the United States. 

„„The meeting at Saratoga was a great suc- 
cess,’ said Charles Claflin Allen this morn- 
ing. There were 180 members present, inolud- 
ing some ofthe most famous jurists in the 
country. Considerable work was r ished 
in the way of promoting impartial legislation 
in Congress and in several states. The asso- 
ciation has tried for along time to secure 3 
measure forthe relief ofthe United States, 
believing this to be of the greatest importance 
to sultors throughout the country. Several 
years ago, after a lengthy and learned debate, 
a general pian for relief was adopted based on 
the idea of intermediate appellate courts. 
This general plam bas since been reaffirmed 
several times by the association, and efforts 
have been made to secure the needed legisia- 
tion, but nitherto without avail. At the 
present session ef Congress, however, there 
are three measures pending, the Rogers bill, 
which has passed the House, the Evarts bill, 
and the Edmunds bill. The Association, fol- 
lowing its precedents, declinad to approve 
any bill in detail, but passed a reso- 
lutien declaring anew its preference 
for intermediate appellate 
and urging Congress to take 
action. As the Evarts bill contains the 
feature approved by the association, and is in 
a position more favorable for passage than 
any other, this bill wey fairly be considered 
a recommendation of the Kvarts bill as to its 
main previsions. The association wants to 
see the country relieved in some way from the 
protracted delays in litigations. 

„Another very important step taken at the 
was the reappointment of a Commit- 
tee en Uniformity of the Laws, composed of 
one member from each State. This committee 
is specially charged totry to secure the ap- 
polntment in each State of a commission to 
confer witha similar commission appointed 
under an act in New York, and to obtain 
uniformity in the laws regulating marriaxce 
and diverce, wills, descents, commercial 
paper and bills of ‘ading. 

A number ef interesting papers were read, 
The address of the President, Henry Hitech. 
cock, was a masterful resume of legislation 
during the past year, and the annual address 
by James ©. Carter, the leader of the New 
Tork bar, was marvelous in its breadth of 
thought and grace of diction. Mr. Hitcncook 
made an admirable presiding officer and the 
proceedings were conducted smoothly, with- 
out confusion or unpleasant jars. Prof. 81. 
mon E. Baldwin of Connecticut was slected 
President for the ensuing year. Dr. William 
G. Hammond, dean of the t. Louis Law 
School, was re-elected member of 
the General Oouncil from Missouri 
and James M. Lewis Vice-President. 
For members of the local council for Missouri 
Edward O. Kehr, Wallace Pratt, F. N. Judson, 
L. C. Krauthof and myself were elected.’’

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AN INDEX TO CHARACTER | 


THE FOREHEAD CONSIDERED THE GATE OF 
THE SOUL. 


Popular Blunders in Face-Reading — The 
Real and the Hidden Brow—The Advant- 
age of Being Bald—The Value of a Fore- 
head—Some ‘‘Low Foreheads” That Are 
Celebrated—Indications ef a Thinker. 


‘ VERYBODY is more 

or less of a physiog- 

nomist. Weall flatter 

ourselves that we can 

read character in the 

features, though most 

of us would find it 

hard to write down 

the rules we think 

guideus. The fact is 

we don’t go by any set 

of rules. We judge 

f from the general con- 

tour of the face, and not so much by the 

formation of the features as by the predom- 

inant expression of the whole. Two faces 

may be modeled exactly alike, same sbape 

and size of nose, same kind of eye and 

lips, same foreheads and hair, and yet 

we can see ata glance that the characters are 

quite opposite. How is this? Training, cul- 

tivation, the influence of circumstances, 

greater power of will, have operated to give a 

maximum of what we call expression to the 

one, while the other has grown anyhow, like 
an untended garden. 

Many students of character make big blun- 
ders by accepting what certain pseudo-scien- 
tific book writers lay down as infallible signs 
or laws. They read that such a nose indicates 


so and so, this one denotes something else, 
and thus with every feature in turn. The 
student goes into the street and whenever he 
sees a nose of such and such a pattern, he 
ealmly assumes that iu must always accom- 

any the characteristics laid down in the 

ook. The absurdity of this sort of character 
mis-reading sooner or later leads him to drop 
the whole business as adelusion and a snare. 
All piecemeal judgments aré misleading, but 
the face as a whole is rarely other than a 
truthful dial whereon you may read the 
records of the life within. 

‘Features alter. Eyes, nose and mouth may 
change their aspect from a thousand causes, 
accident may maim them, pain distort them, 
odd habits frequently give them some pecu- 
liarity of form or expression. All these things 
baifie the student of features. They are like 
the hands onthe clock dial, they move and 
— with wear or external influences. 

ut 
THR FOR’HEAD 
is like the dial itself, more of a picture, calm, 
open, less mobile. The skin upon it may 
wrinkle and discolor,but in the main the fore- 
head remains substantially the same through- 
out life. Some ancient philosopher prettily 
called it the gate of the soul, because through 
it you can enter the temple of the owner’s 
inner being. 

Witheut pressing this idea too far, it is 
certain that a good deal is te be learnt by cor- 
rectly noting a man’s forehead, and a 
woman’s, of coursé. There is also a good 
deal to be uniearnt, such as some of the 
stupid jargon about ‘‘high’’ and ‘‘low’’ fore - 
heads, ‘‘lofty brows,’’ etc. The owner of 
the conventional high forehead is popularly 
supposed a saint, or at least basa 
mighty intellect. The criminal in bandcuffs 
is supposed alwaysto be distinguished by his 
Villainously low bdeetling brows. And these 
superstitions survive and flourish among us 
despite the fact that the ablest and noblest 
men have their full share of low foreheads 
just as the biggest rascals often own the most 
angelic ‘‘arched brows,’’ Let us look into 
this a little further. 

When we hear people talk about high and 
low foreheads let us reflect (which is more 
than they do) that they speak only of what 
meets their careless eye. They zo by the 
look of the thing, the superficial aspect of a 
cranium largely hidden by hair. If the man’s 
hair grows dow in front they jump to the 
conclusion that he has adow forehead. If he 
happens to be short of front hair, owing to 
baidness or being born with a less extensive 
wig than usual, they glorify him as a genius 
because of his‘lofty forehead. The idea that 
there may be several more ounces of brain 
under the low-haired brow than in

head never occurs to them. The hairis the 
great thing, the size and shape of the head 
nothing at all. 

Take the profiles of Emerson and Gladstone 
and notice how the growth of the hair makes 
the foreheads into ‘‘low’’ ones, so called. If 
these men had been raised in low life and 
graduated in jail they would have served to 
illustrate many a ‘‘popular’’ lecture on char- 
acter-reading as specimens of low-browed 
Interiors. But their lines were cast in hap- 
pier places, with the result that one became 
the American Emerson, the other the English 
Gladstone. Now look at an eminently re- 
spectabie gentleman, whose very noble, high- 
arched forehead betokens a magnificent intel- 
lect and great berevolence, with the bumps 
of music, poetry and moral sentiment highly 
developed. Sometimes look at his profile 
and you will then 1 that if his 
hair had remained on his sloping forehead, 
there would not be more than an inch or two 
visible. The gentleman does not happen to 
be famous as an autbor or philanthropist. He 
runs a saloon on the Bowery and has dwelt at 
Sing-Sing as a harborer of thieves and a 
**fence.’’ 

To get at the quality of a forehead, and, ap- 
proximately, at the quantity of brain inside 
it, you must take a profile view and ascertain 
the facial angle. Theshape of a vertical line 
drawn so as to touch the forehead and the 
lips indicates the difference in the forehead 
capacity of a monkey, an African savage and 
a highly developed Caucasion. The fuller

the greater are the observing faculties,and for 
this reason, among others, the man who 
wants to see ahead most ciearly will shade 
his eyes with his hands. 80 it follows that he 
whose forehead projects more than usual over 
his eyes hasthem shaded already and, con- 
sequently, bas more accurate reeptions 
than those whose eyes seem to project beyond 
the line of their eyebrows. A long nose, as in 
Gladstone’s case, may accompany a forehead 
apparently low, because of the low growth of 
the hair on it, but the length of the nose will 
be found to correspond with the height of 
the forehead bone, despite the hair. A 
forehead may siope gracefully back- 
wards and still be a high one. In such 
a case the type le generally that of marked 
intellectual beauty and repose, A corrugated 
brow, from skin wrinkles or nobbly formation 
of bone, generally indicates a strongly 
marked temperature, not always a happy one. 
The perfect forehead should be smooth, clear, 
white and spacious, no matter how low the 
hairgrows. itehould retain its youthful pia- 
cid it to the last, and be the index to a seif- 
possessed and lofty soul. 

Here isa gallery of low foreheads,’’ war. 
ranted to astonish the knowing ones who 
never see virtue except in bald fronts, Look 
up the portraits of Grant, McOlelian, Logan 
and Sheridan among soldiers; Holmes, Sted- 
man, Howells, Grant White, Curtis, Parton, 
Twain ana Warner among authors; the late 
Ohief Justice Waite and Matthew Arnold 
among recently deceased notabies, and see 
their hair sub-

a man whose hair grows down over the bend 

of his profile forehead, while yet leaving it 

high“ to the eye, you have got hoid af a 

thinker who is also a man of action, such as 

Beecher, Booth, Raskin, Lincoln. The dome- 

shaped forenead usually marks the idealist, 

and the square-shaped brow the practical man 
of affairs ana wit. „

Treatment Suggested for Diarrhewa and 
Vomiting. 
From the Boston Herald. 

Simple and painless dlarrhos in adults gen- 
erally very quickly subsides if the diet is 
properly regulated, all hearty feods being ex- 
cluded and only milk, custards, corn starch, 
tapioca, arrowroot, blanc mange and bland 
articles of the sort are indulged. Diarrhoa is 
so often an effort of nature to free the intes- 
tinal canal of irritating substances, it is very 
generally a good plan to assist her with a lax- 
ative. The officinal mixture, rhubarb and 
soda, is made of the biearbomate of soda, 


fiuid extract of rhubarb, spirit of peppermint 
and water. This is avery excellent combina- 
tion for use early in an attack of simple diar- 


'rbq@a, either in adults or children. For the 


fermerapurgative dose is four tablespoon- 
fuls; but it is best to take the mixture in 
tablespoonful doses, and repeat every two or 
three hours. Under the use of this remedy 
alone, the doses being gradually reduced, 
diarrhoea will very often subside. When the 
attack threatens to be severe—there is son- 
siderable pain—it is advisable to elear out 
the intestinal canal as quickly as 
possible by using quite a powerful 
cathartic. Castor oil is good, but many had 
rather suffer from diarrhw@a than take it. 
The so-called saline cathartics generally act 
the best. One of the least objectionable in 
taste is the solution of citrate of magnesia. 
This should be made of the carbonate of 
magnesia, citric acid, syrup of citric acid, 
vicarbonate of potassium and water. Some 
druggists for the sake of economy use tartaric 
acid instead of citric acid, therefere, rep- 
utable dealers only should be patronized. 
A bottle of the solution is supposed 
to hold 12 #£ounces, but oftentimes 
it contains less. Half a bottleful is a 
medium dose, and an entire bottleful can be 
safely taken by a strong adult. After allow- 
ing sufficient time fer the cathartic to act 
thoroughly, it the diarrha@a does not then sub- 
side, it would be well to take a five-grain 
tablet of Dover’s powderevery four or five 
hours. This is an adult dose. Very few at- 
tacks of diarrboa will resist this simple 
treatment, provided, of course, the diet is 
properly restricted. Dysentery in most cases 
is neglected diarrh@a. Taken in time, the 
chances are infinitely in favor of stopping the 
attack. And no case of diarrha@a in hot 
weather should be considered too indifferent 
for treatment, 

The remedy which the average victim ap- 
plies is brandy, and cherry brandy if can ob- 
tain it. Unfortunately, what passes for the 
latter can be found in every bar-room, but 
the genuine article is very rare. Dealers have 
cherry extracts with which they tincture very 
cheap spirit and deceive their customers. The 
prejudice im favor of eherry brandy isa fool- 
ish one, even if the brandy be pure, which is 
out of the question in these days. It would 
tend to constipate and so shut up within the 
intestinal canal the irritating matter 
which would have to be expelled be- 
fore recovery could take place. To just such 
treatment as this can be attributed very many 
of the cases of dysentery. Good stimulants 
are sometimes needed in severe dlarrhoa, but 
neverin the early st z and they should 
always be withheld unless ordered by a physi- 
cian. Beside using stimulants indiscrimi- 
nately in summer complaints, very many 
make the mistake of being up and about their 
accustomed duties, even when the attack is 
severe. Every victim of diarrh@a will re- 
cover much quicker if he keeps quivt; and in 
severe cases rest in bed is one of the primary 
essentials. 

Vomiting ocecurrs as a symptom of very 
many affecti ns other than those in which 
the stomach is at fault. Sometimes it obsti- 
nately resists all treatment. The vomiting 
of brain troubles isa notable Iiliustration of 
this fact. When it first sets in this symptom 
in many cases is a salutary one, freeing, as it 
does, the stomach of its irritating contents. 
Sometimes its effect is deeper than that, and 
it assists in the elimination of poisons gener- 
ated lu the system. In Bright’s disease 
vomiting does this, and, fortunately, it then 
generally persists in defiance of all attempts 
tostopit. Vomiting occurs sooften in kos 
weather, & symptom of summer complaint, 
the simple remedies should be generally un- 
derstood. Ice is one of the best of these. It 
should de taken into the mouth in small 
pieces and melted before swallowing. Thie 
cannot do harm in any case, and very often 
proves a eratefulrelief, Where the vomiting 
is persistent, rest, as complete as possible, 
for the stomach is essential. Generally there 
is considerable thirst, and fluids cannot be 
wholly interdicted, but they must be reduced 
to the smallest possible quantity. Ice 
alone ought to suffice in the majority 
of cases if given at frequent 
intervals. If it does not, some of the effer- 
vescing waters may be tried. Soda water 
suggests itself as the most available, because 
it can be obtained at any drug store in small 
quantities—in syphons, which cost about 25 
cents, from which it can be drawn as needed. 
In using it draw a little Into a glass half full 
of cracked ice, and if the thirst is urgent give 
a teaspoonful every few minutes. If the 
patient is very weak, a little brandy or 
whisky—one teaspoonful—may be added to 
the soda water. This quantity of stimulants, 
small as itis, is yet large enough for peeple 
to use on their own responsibility in 
cases of vomiting. Stimulants haye rightly 
been Called edged tools of the most dangerous 
sort, and rarely ought they to be used in any 
complaint unless advised by a physcian. 
Tue soda mint tablets often actvery well 
vomiting. One may be taken every ten or 
fifteen minutes for several hours. Or they 
can be dissolved in ice water; if one tablet is 
added to each teaspoonful of water, a tea- 
spoonful of the solution will, of course, be a 
dose. Where vomiting occurs without diar- 
rhœa, the effervescent citrate of mag 
nesia generally’ acts well. This is a 
white granular powder somewhat resem- 
bung starch. A teaspoonful should be 
put into a dry tumbler. hen the patient is 
raised up in bed, so as to take it, a little 
water—two er three tablespoonfals—should 
be poured on to the powder and the mixture 
swallowed While it is effervescing. This 
remedy is of especial efficacy where nausea 
and vomiting exist with constipation. The 
dose may be repeated every filteen or twenty 
minutes for a couple of hours. As for opiates 
in vomiting, a non-professional cannot use 
them properly unless fully instructed by a 

hysician. When nourishment is needed, 

ime water in milk, in equal parts, 
is all that is allowable. And ii the yomit- 
ing is obstinate, the giving. of this mix- 
ture of milk should be restricted to teaspoon- 
ful doses, repeated from 5to 15 minutes. As 
the vomiting subsides the dose of milk may 
be gradually increased and given oftener. A 
mustard plaster over the pit of the stomach 
appears to be of some use.in cases of yomit- 
ing. Itis a good plan to try itearly in every 
case. It the patient is a child, instead of 
mustard use a spice plaster, made by mixing 
together one of two teaspoonfuis each of the 
common spices, ginger, cloves or cinnamon. 
Or make the plaster of red pepper and wheat 
or Indian flour, using one teaspoonful of 
each. Wet these ingredients wit wh 
and spread them on a piece Of Musiin or thin 
flannel. After appl * plaster, cover it 
w ith a piece of oil „ olled paper or rub- 
ciota. ;

He was simply removed from the 
Church of the Epiphany and Dr. Pendergast 
of Rondout appointed in his place. Dr. Burt- 
sell will never again take charge ofany church 
within the diocese of Archhishop orrigan. 
Should he comply with the requirements de- 
manded of him by Rome he will be rehab ili- 
ated and sentto another diocese in accord- 
ance with the general custom of the church in 
regard to priests who have been suspended.

HERE came from 
Chicago recently a 
story that Jacob 
Schaefer had declared 
that the match be-

off so far as he was 
concerned, and that a 
tournament with Ives 
as a contestant would 
probably take place. 
The statement that 
the match was off was 
a surprise in this city, 
where it was understood by billiard lovers 
that Schaefer and Slosson would play in any 
event. Slosson was the frst, so far as is 
known here, to suggest the propriety of 
changing the arrangements so that there 
would be a tournament instead of an 
individual contest, declaring that the 
tourney would be more beneficial to 
billiard interests. It is not likely 
that Slosson will enter into any such three- 
cornered tourney as is indicated in the Chi- 
cago report. It was said at the Columbia 
rooms last night that Slosson would not enter 
such a tourney and had so notifiedthe man- 
agers ofthe Brunswick-Balke-Collender Co. 
His position is, it is said, that he is perfectly 
willing toenter a tourney with such repre- 
sentative playersas Vignaux, Piot and men 
of similar caliber, but that he would not con- 
sent to engage in a tourney with Schaefer and 
Ives. It is not known that Slosson has been 
notified of Schaefer’s withdrawal from the 
agreement to play, which is intimated 
by the Chicago report. The discussion 
has revived’ talk about the pros- 
pects of another tourney. Maggioli, 
itis known, wants to play, and he would bea 
drawing card inthis city, in all probability. 
Eugene Carter, the eceentric carrom player, 
is also an aspirant for billiard honors. He is 
now in the West. There isa probability that 
this debate and incidental hubbub which 
seems to be the accpmpaniment of ali great 
events in all billiards, may finally bring about 
another big tourney, with star contestants. 


It would be a fine thing for billiards If such a 
result followed, and there would be a heap of 
entertainment for Gotham billiard lovers. 
While Schaefer is talking away. the veteran 
Billy Sexton is getting ready quietiy to show 
that he himself is still in the ring, and is finish- 
ing the furnishing of the handsome billiard 
parlor at Broadway and Thirty-third street, of 
which he is at last the proprietor. 


Dissatisfaction With Moumexuth, 


The close of the Monmouth Park race meet- 
ing, which will occur on Thursday next, 
writes Black and Blue, is giving rise to much 
speculation in turf circles and is a source of 
some anxiety to trainers and owners of the 


thoroughbred horses. The astute man cannot 
well predict what the result will be in the 
change from Monmouth to Sheepshead Bay, 
where the races will begin oa Saturday of 
next week. At Monmonth the horses 
have for eight weeks been running the 
reverse way on straight tracks. At Sheeps- 
head the thoroughbreds will again go the 
old-fashioned way from right to left on a eir- 
cular track and what change this will make in 
the form of the horses is a problem which no 
trainer now would undertake to decide. On 
Sunday last a group of trainers who enter- 
taimed the writer with accounts of some 
of the glaring inconsistences in the running 
of horses on Monmouth straight tracks 
‘had quite a lively discussion as to the 
probabilities that might be expected when 
the horses ran at the circular tracks of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club, Coney Island Jockey 
Club and New York Jockey Club during the 
coming autumn meeting. Even on the 
straight quarter tracks at the two courses last 
named the horses will run ii the old fashien- 
ed way, and after much discussion the train- 
ers generally agreed that it was Impossible to 
say just what the horses would do. 

it came out in the course of the Sunday con- 
versation, and largely over the dinner table, 
that at no track in the past decade have 
trainers been so disappointed in the running 
of their borses as atthe new Monmouth. In 
some cases the result has been stupefying, so 
much so in fact that some of the small owners 
are bankrupt and some of the larger owners 
thoroughly disgusted. 1 heard so many in- 
stances of this that a recital of a few will no 
doubt be of interest to the turf readers of the 
Journal, and will serve to show them a fair 
percentage of the good thipys that went 
wrong at the meeting, which is now so rapidly 
coming toe an end. Owing to the large, wide 
and long stretches of Monmouth’s new track, 
itis impossible to work the horses there for 
time trials, because it is practicaliy impossi- 
ble to catch them from pole to pole, orto 
catch the time from beginning to end on the 
straightway track, and so tbe invariable cus- 
tom has been during the meeting to work the 
horses on the old track, which adjoins the 
new, and so get a line upon their speed, 
their form and their staying power. Only in 
rare cases at this meeting have these trials 
amounted to anyting in an actual race, and 
as a result the bookmakers have become en- 
riched and owners have been disappointed 
and in many cases hard hit for money. The 
case of Mr. Pierre Lorillard perbaps is the 
greatest in point of iliustration, andas my 
information’ comes directiy fromthe stabie 
source it willl serve as an example for the 
many Alsappolutments on onmeuth’s 
straight track. The three inost 
highiy tried anamals inthe stable within the 
past two months have been Rispah, Heir- 
ess and Vanity. Rispah was twice defeated in 
her actual racing, and when Mr. Lorillard 
was disgusted at her showing and did not bet 
on her she won at odds of 20 to 1. Then Mr. 
Lorillard bet on her again knowing her form 
to be yery high in her trial on the old track, 
but ridden at her bestshe could not finish in 
thefront. Heiress and Vanity are 2-year-old 
fillies, which for speed in their trials 
have dazzied everybody. On the first 
appearance of eiress Mr. Loril- 
lara backed her don from 20 
tolto5tol, but she failed towin. On her 
second appearance she was made a 2tol favor-- 
ite, and did not finish in the first three, muc 
to the disgust of every follower of the stable. 
Vanity was almost as highly tried as Heiress, 
and was putin a field of maiden 2-year-olds 
tor a genuine old hog-killing time on Junior 
Champion day, and * get backed down 
from 10 to 1 te 8 te 5. But, in spite of her 
lightning trials, the best she was able to 
do was te finish second to the Aelia colt. | 
These are but a few of Mr. Lorillard's failures. 
He has been discomfited in the betting ring, 
but does not intend to retire from the turf. 
He will try his luck on the circular track, and 
if he succeeds at Sheepshead Bay will very 
probably give his stable in charge of Mr. Hug- 

ins, who trained the Bard, Eurus and others 

or Mr. A. J. Cassatt. 

The non-success of Mr. Lorillard has been 
equalled by Mr. Belmont and by ex-Ceongress- 
man Scott of Pennsylvania, as well as Capt.

A Steambeat Built for the Children of 
Millionaire W. K. Vanderbilt. 


New York, Aug. 2 —The children of Mil- 
lionaire W. K. Vanderbilt, with the son of 
President Carnot of France, are probably the 
only ones in the world who have a steamboat 
tor a plaything. Not one of those little tin or 
wooden concerns that float around in the 
bathtub or make perilous trips across mud 
puddles at the end of a string, but areal little 


steamer, big enough to carry ten people. 
The little Vanderbilts, true to family 
traditions, are very fond of the 
water. This fondness for water gave birth in 
the Commodore’s descendants to the wish 
tor a steamboat, and with them a wish has 
only to exist to be gratified, Their father at 
once had the plans prepared for a vessel of 
the proper size to navigate the watess in and 
about a little stream which rums from Great 
South Bay to Oakdale, L. I., and intrusted 
the building of it to Henry Piepxrass, the City 
Island boat builder. That was three or four 
months ago and the boat is now ready for use. 
The boat is made with an iron frame and 
steel plating. It is sixty-five feet long on the 
water line and draws the exceedingly ‘small 
amount for a boat so large of two feet of 
water. It was necessary to have the draught 
very light, as the creek where it isto be 
used is not deep. The boat is to be owned 
and controlled exclusitely by the children of 
the millionaire, assisted by a picked crew of 
four. The little craft is aside-wheeler. The 
engines eat up two tons of cowl a day and will 
propel the boat about eight miles an hour, 
Everything is designed for comfort on board 
and nothing that can add to the pleasure of 
the owners has been left undone.
